Risks Bryan-Hearst Forecast. 

The Indiana congressman said that for his 
part he did not lay claim to any prophetic 
powers and that for this reason he did not 
propose to attempt to say what would hap- 
pen in 1908, but he added that he was will- 
ing to risk his reputation in forecasting 
some things that would not happen. One 
of these, and the principal one, he said, was 
the success of the democratic national ticket 
in 1908. Another was the election of William 
Randolph Hearst as president, 

“This agitator,” seid Watson, cannot 
carry a single state in the United States for 
president, and I am willing to declare in ad- 
vance of the New York election that he will 
be ignominiously defeated in that state for 
governor.” 

Another thing that would pot happen, he 
said, was the election of Bryan. 

“The old cw of the democratic party,“ he 
declared, sits on the dead limb of the dead 
past and hoots the old hoot of pessimism, 
which is the only expression the democratic 


party has had. A man who has made 6,000 


prophesies, not one of which has been ful. 
filled or justified by events, never will be 
president of the United States.” 


Old Predictions Went Wrong. 
He referred to Bryan’s predictions as con- 
tained in “ The First Battle,” and said: 
“Last week, when I wanted a copy of this 
book I hunted through all the book stores in 
vain for it and finally was forced to get from 
the congressional library, where they keep all 


the old, musty documents of the dead paat.“

Coroner Accuses W. E. D. Stokes 
of Murder, Then Retracts. 


CHARGE IGNORED BY JURY. 


Verdict After Wild Spat Is That ‘‘Pol- 
“sy King Ended Own Life. 


New York, Oct 9.—[Special.}—Julius Har- 
burger, who, in addition to his work of run- 
ning his Harburger press agency, ts one of 
the coroners of New York county, took 
another running jump into the limelight this 
morning at the inquest into the death of Al 
Adams, “ policy king.“ ty accusing W. E. D. 
Stokes of murdering Adams. The little 
coroner then found the limelight so hot that 
in hig subsequent charge to the jury he prac- 
tleally directed it to render 4 verdict of 
suicide, which it did without a moment's de- 
lay. 

After the jury had rendered the verdict to 
the effect that all the testimony showed that 
Adams had committed suicide, Attorney W. 
M. K. Olcott, who had come to the inquest 
in answer to a hastily telephoried request 
from Mr. Stokes, arose and insisted that 
Coroner Harburger retract that part of his 
opening address to the jury in which he had 
charged Stokes with the murder of Adams. 
The coroner made the retraction. 


Wild Scene Prelude to Inquest. 


“We are not concerned with Coroner Har- 
burger's private opinions,’’ said Mr. Olcott, 
when asked whether Mr. Stokes would have 
the coroner removed. The coroner has 
taken back his ridiculous charge against my 
client and that ends the matter so far as 
Mr. Stokes ig concerned. I will not discuss 
the matter any further.“ 

The wild charges made against Mr. Stokes 
by Coroner Harburger, to prove which he 
did not at any time bring forward any evi- 
dence, made the liveliest sensation the 
Criminal courts building has had in a long 
time, 

Harburger was opening his mall in his 
private office when Mr. Stokes, in whose 
hotel, the Ansonia, Adams killed himseif 
last week, entered the coroner’s office in 
answer to a subpoena to appear as a witness 
at. the inquest. Stokes has claimed ever 
since the suicide that Harburger called up a 
news agency the morning the body was found 
in the hotel to say there had been a murder 
in the Ansonia and to send reporters there. 
Harburger swung around in bis chair and 
said “Good morning" abruptly as he saw 
Stokes standing glaring at him from a cor- 
ner of the office. Stokes muttered a reply 
and said: 

“Coroner Harburger, I want to give you 
the name of an important witness, a bellboy 
at the Ansonia, who hasn't been subpoenaed, 
I gave his name to the pclice some time ago. 
Why has nothing deen done about it? 1 
want all this thing cleared up.” 

Harburger glanced toward the reporters, 
straightened up to his full height, and roared. 

“ You're banding in this name pretty late. 
Mr. Stokes.” 

“@)yster” Brings Murder Insinuation. 


“Tt gave it to the police,” answered Stokes 
shortly. “ My hotel has been suffering from 
the notoriety. We've lost about $20.000 all be- 
cause statements that come from a source 
I'd ke to get at. Tu bring suit against 
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morning of Adams death and said there was 
@ murder in my Hotel. Did you do it? 

„ Thig—this is a public office,”’ Harburger 
finally answered. It's the most important 
office of the people.” 

I know tt’s important,“ answered Stokes, 


afivancing toward the coroner, “ and I don't. 
like to see it occupied by foreign bred political | 


shysters, I'm an American, with American 
ancestors, and I should like to see this office 
conducted in a dignified American manner.“ 

It was right after that word “ shyster "’ 
that Harburger began his murder charges. 
Stokes, you can’t terrify me,“ s6creamed the 
coroner, losing all control of himself. “I 
believe you had a hand in this so-called 
suicide. You wanted, wo, to suppress the 
murder! 


Fur Begins to Fly. 


* You're a liar, you foreign little 
dirty little shyster.”’ Stokes cried. 

„Well.“ answered Harburger, with a sneer, 
think I have the man needed in this case. 
I'n put you, you millionaire , under lock 
and key, with ali your millions.” 

Stokes, now white with passion, pushed 
back his coat and reached toward his back 
pocket. He may have been reaching for a 
handkerchief to wipe his dripping brow. Har- 
burger chose to interpret the act differently. 

“Ah, Ah!“ cried Julius, dramatically, as 
he turned and faced the reporters and yelled, 
presumably to’Stokes, * Ah, you millionaire. 
You would draw a pistol on me, would you?” 

“No, I don't have to draw a pistol on 
people like you.“ was the retort. “ You are 
not worth it.” 


Flight Saves Attorney’s Bones. 


Just at this point it looked bad for the phy- 
sical part of Julius, as Stokes was advancing 
on the coroner. Here Harburger made the 
direct charge of murder against Stokes. 

Tou ought to be incarcerated,” shrieked 
Harburger. I think you had a hand in tie 
death of another man. You are the man I 
suspect.” 

Frank O'Connor, Harburger’s secretary 
grasped his chief at thie interesting moment 
and hustled Julius into his private office and 
closed the door. The inquest, which Har- 
burger opened by repeating to the jury his 
earlier charges against Stokes, began a few 
minutes later and ended as already indicated.

The quo warranto proceedings of the attor- : 


ney general came on in the Circuit court here 
today. Five of the defendant companies 
were ready to give up, acknowledge their 
wrongdoing, and pay the penalty. These 
penalties are the surrender of their corporate 
rights and dissolution of their business by 
trustees appointed by the court to wind up 
the affairs of each company. 

The companies ousted are the King Bridge 
company of Cleveland, Champion of Wil- 
mington, and the Bellefontaine, Massiion, 
and Canton companies. Prior to the sur- 
render of these five, seven others have left 
the state or gone into bankruptcy since the 
suit was instituted.

Treat Oil Trust as Worst Case. 
The prosecution of the Standard Oil com- 


pany under the Sherman anti-trust law will. 


be absolutely independent of proceedings 
now under way, alleging that the Standard 
gave and received rebates for the transporta- 
tion of its oll and products, which necessarily 
was an injury to independent shippers: The 
report of Messrs. Morrison and Kellogg of 
Chicago and St. Paul, respectively, was sub- 
mitted some days ago to the attorney gen- 
eral. Copies of this report were made and 
one was given Secretary Bonaparte, who is 
to succeed Mr. Moody as attorney general, 
and the other is retained by Mr. Moody. A 
third copy will be made and submitted to 
Secretary Taft for examination upon his re- 
turn to Washington. 

The conference today is one of a number 
that will be held for the purpose of establish- 
ing a solid foundation on which the govern- 
ment can proceed. There is no inclination 
on the part of any of the government of- 
fictals to minimize the work of Special Agents 
Morrison and Kellogg. They made an ex- 
haustive investigation of the operations of 
the Standard from the time of its inception 
more than a quarter of a century ago. 

They have shown that the first stage in the 
development of the trust began in 1572, when 
the Rockefellers and several business ass >- 
clates organized a combination of oil re- 
finers. For ten years this combiantion con- 
ducted business, but dissension occurred and 
refiners who were dissatisfied with their 
share of profit withdrew and entered into 
competition. To end this ruinous procedure 
the trust was formed in 1882, and for a decade 
it flourished, the Supreme court of the state 
of Ohio ordering its dissolution in 1892. 


Aim Is to Smash It Up. 

Seven years were required to liquidate the 
affairs of the trust and then the Standard 
Oil company was organised under the laws 
of the state of New Jersey, the capitaliza- 
tion at first being $3,000,000. The present 
capitalization is $110,000,000. The Standard 
has pursued it brutal policy in crushing 
independent refineries, and evidence. has 
cropped up which the president and his ad- 
visers are convinced proves conclusively 
that the company is an organization in re- 
straint of trade and commerce and that its 
dissolution should be ordered. 

The president does not want to obtain a 
decree which will dissolve the Standard, 
only to permit its reorganization under a new 
name. He wants a decree so comprehensive 
in character that it will be imposible for it 
to continue in business as one organization, 
but will require its separation into a number 
of concerns which actually will compete 
against one another in the production and 
sale of oil and its products. 

Since the decision of Judge Humphrey in 
the beef trust case, the president has been 
alive to the importance of having the Stand- 
ard anti-trust case brought before a judge 
who will not be amenable to influence of any 
kind whatsoever. When Mr: Taft returns 
to Washington this point will be carefully 
considered. It is not at all certain that the 
case will be begun in Cleveland. 


Tobacco Trust Just as Wicked. 

The investigation of the commissioner of 
corporations into the operations of the to- 
bacco trust has revealed abuses as mon- 
strous as those which the Standard Ol! in- 
vestigation established. Not only has the 
trust control of the output of tobacco, but 
it has made every effort to put its halter 
around the neck of the licorice industry, 
which is allied to that of tobacco. Asa re- 
sult of the prosecutions instituted against 
the tobacco trust in New York some time 
ago, Attorney General Moody was able to 
wring important concessions from the to- 
bacco trust in the interest of the independ- 


ent tobacco men of the south, but the latter . 


still suffer hardships which hamper them 
seriously in competing with their bloated 
rival. 

Commissioner Garfield will be able to turn 
over to the president for the use of the at- 
torney general a mass of information which 
will starfle the country. It will be shown, 
for example, that in one case the trust en- 
gaged in a.cutthroat struggle with an in- 
dependent concern which lasted four years. 
It fixed the price of its product at a low 
figure, but as soon as it reached an agree- 
ment with the independent concern, the trust 
securing more than 50 per cent of its stock, 
it issued a circular advancing the price 15 
per cent, 

By the coupon system which it has adopted 
the trust has exercised an effeotive means 
of injuring independents. In the opinion 
of the independents the coupon system is an 
even greater evil than the outting of prices 
because it appeals to the cupidity of the peo- 
ple. ; 

Same Evils in Steel Monopoly. 

Evidence has been presented to show that 
in certain sections where there is competition 
the trust sells cigarets ow cost, while in 
sections where it controlé the situation prices 
are high. Bond and stock holders of the to- 
bacco trust will be interested to learn the 
value of the trust factories and establish- 
ments, for from what can be learned it.is 
ridiculously low in comparison with the im- 
mense capitalization of the combinatiom The 
trust places a high valuation upon its trade 
marks, which, indeed, seems to be ite main 
stock in trade. 

The steel trust has the same inherent vile 
= the tobacco trust, that of overcapitaliza- 

on. 

W eee M. Schwab, who is identified with 

the trust, called at the White house today 
and saw Presidem Roosevelt, but the subject 
of their conference was not disclosed. In 
the frame of mind of the president at this 
time Mr. Schwab must have gott en cold com- 
fort if he sought to induce Mr. Roosevelt to 
curtail the work of the commissioner of cor- 
porations.

But at least Mayor Weaver was constant- 
ly told by his kitchen cabinet that he would 
surely get the nomination for governor from 
independents or Lincoln republicans and that 
he would be indorsed by democrats, so that 
he could go to Harrisburg as governor as a 
stepping stone to the White house. 

Unfortunately for the mayor’s cronies they 
could not deliver the goods.

Gibboney’s Victory Last Straw. 

Gibboney won in convention, and there- 
upon Mayor Weaver raised the cry of brib- 
ery, which was an extraordinary thing to do 
in. a reform convention. Immediately an in- 
vestigation was set on foot. The mayor 
seemed wholly unable to substantiate his 
charges. Meanwhile Gibboney had resigned 
because of the imputation, but when the 
eonvention was reconvened he was nomi- 
nated by a majority of over 200. 

This is the sum and substance of the trou- 
ble with Mayor Weaver. Because he failed 
to secure the nomination for governor and 
because his friend. was not made district at- 
torney he notified the Lincoln party people 
that he would make no speeches for them, 
and, as explained above, it has required the 
persistent efforts of the strongest and most 
public spirited man in Philadelphia to keep 
the mayor from going back to his old dis- 
reputable gang of associates. 


HEARST ACCEPTS MACHINE AID. 


Phonograph and Kinetoscope Will Con- 
duct His Campaign in the Smaller 
New York Towns. 


New York, Oct. 9.—[Special.}—Hearst's 
campaign managers are using every up to 
date method in conducting his canvass and 
the latest scheme will enable them to spread 
Mr. Hearst out all over the state, to be at 
several places at the same time, so to say. 

One of the things Hearst did this afternoon 
was to talk into a phonograph. He made a 
corporation speech, which will be recorded on 
dozens of little wax cylinders and sent broad 
cast through the state. Kinetoscope pictures 
of the candidate making the speech have 
been prepared, and they will be used in con- 
nection with the phonograph speech. 

At a number of small towns where Hearst 
would be unable to appear audiences will be 
entertained with a sort of Hearst vaudeville 
show, the moving pictures and phonograph 
working together. The Independence league 
managers claim credit for the new political 
stunt and believe the kinetoscope-phono- 
graph combination will make a big hit in the 
rural communities.

The young girl’s réal ability and 
talent were speedily realised in her native 
country, #0 keenly critical in matters of art. 

After much study and hard work Ristori 
played in various cities; and in every Italian 
city she visited her success wee assured. 
From this time her series of triumphs began 
~—triumphs which only ended with the trage- 
dienne’s retirement from the stage. Her 
fame became world wide; every European 
capital opening us arms to the talented 
young “ artiste,” the greatest living exponent 
of classtc drama, whose exquisite charm and 
naturalness vied with her genius in captivat-. 
ing all hearts. 

English Admired Actress. 


The English people always proved fervent 
admirers of the great tragic actress, and 
some of the records of her great successes 
were in England. One of Ristort's perform- 
ances was attended by Mazzini (at that tinie 
an exile in England), and in an interview 
with the tragedienne the Italian statesman. 
assured her that her marvelous histrionic 
powers had evoked from him a tribute which 
not even the wrench of parting from his be- 
loved country called forth—that of tears. 
Adelaide Ristori was always an untiring 
champion in the cause of Italian liberty and 
unification, and eloquently pleaded her coun- 
try’s cause in many lands with unfailing 
success. 

Among other memorable achievements of 
Ristori was the rendering (after years of 
study) ot Macbeth in English, at Drury 
Lane in 1882. 

Ristori’s répertoire of plays was one of the 
most varied perhaps ever undertaken by an 
actress, her masterpieces including Me- 
dea. Mary Stuart, Macbeth, Marie 
Antolnette, Judith,“ „% Phaedra,” and Lu-

Last Public Appearance in 1898. 

Her marriage to the Marchese Giuliano 
Caprauica del Grillo took Ristori a short 
time from her art, but her private happiness 
never marred or interfered with her greut 
abilities. Since Ristort's retirement from the 
stage, in 1885, abe had made few appearances 
in public, but at any time her services were 
asked on behalf of charity or for some com- 
memoration her generous aid had never 
been ref used. 

Her last public appearance was in 1898, at. 
the national “dramatic exhibition at Turin. 
where, in the Carignano theater (where she 
had first appeared at the age of 16), Ristori 
recited the fifth canto of te’s Inferno.“ 

The anniveraary of Ristori’s 80th birthday 
in 1908 was a memorable one. Greetings and 
congratulations literally poured upon her, 
for the whole of Italy, faithful to the memory 
of her greatest dramatic “ artiste,” laid a 
tribute of heartiest homage at her feet. The 
young king of Italy was the first visiter to

Invitations Issued by Panama Oonimis- 
sion Do Not Confine Bidding to Amer- 


_icans-—$3,000,000 Bond Required. 


Washington, D. C., Oct. 9.~Invitations for 
proposals to complete the Panama canal were 


the form of contract under which the work 
is to be done was made public by Chairman 
Shonts, who also gave out a letter written 
to the secretary of war giving the commis- 
sion’s reasons for contracting the work. 
The contract provides that each bidder 
must undertake the entire Work of construc- 
tion. No bar will be offered to corporations 


\associating in the undertaking, but they 


must be legally organized into a single body 
with which the government can deal. Bid- 
ders will not be considered who do not have 
available capital of $5,000,000. A certified 
check for $200,000 is required with each pro- 
posal and a bond of $3,000,000 will be re- 
quired from the successful bidder. The bid- 
Ang is not limited to American contractors. 
All proposals are to be in before noon of 
Dec. 12, when they will be opened. 

Proposals are to be expressed in terms of 
percentage upon the estimated cost of con- 
struction, which is to be fixed by a board of 
five engineers three representing the gov- 
ernment and two representing the contract- 
or. The chief engineer of the canal com- 
mission is to be chairman of the engineering 
board. The engineering board also will es- 
timate a reasonable time for the completion 
of the canal and will agree upon a system of 
premiums and penalties, to be paid to the 
contractor according as the work is com- 
pleted within or beyond the estimated cost 
and time. All the government plant for 
actual construction work, including the rail- 
way, is to be placed at the disposal of the 
contractor and is to be maintained by the 
government.

JOSEPH FY. GLIDDEN-PASSES AWAY 
‘I DE KALB, ., HOME. 


Last of His ur, He Lives to Age

Invents Barbed Wire. 

He set about the work in 1872. His efforts 
resulted in giving the simplest, cheapest, and 
most effective article of fencing that has 
ever been produced. He proved this by mak- 
in heer using barbed wire an his own farm. 

Glidden commenced the manufacture 
of —— wire. by cutting the barbs by hand. 
He used parts of an old coffee mill to coil 
the barbs on the wire. : 

He would make from twenty to thirty feet 
at one operation. The barbs were placed on 
one wire by hand, an unbarbed wire placed 
beside it, ome pair of ends fastened to a tree 
und the other attached to the axle of a grind- 
stone turned by hand. Thus fencing was first 
manufactured. The wire then made is the 
same as it appears today. 

Having secured patents on the essential 
parts of his devices for manufacturing, he 
entered into partnership with Col. I. L. EM- 
wood. The business was pushed so vigorous- 
ly that barbed wire came suddenly into popu- 
larity. great was the demand for smooth 
wire eastern manufacturers that the 
latter n to make inquiries into the cause. 


Grows Rich from Fencing. 


The business made Mr?’ Glidden’a rich man 
and Col. Bitwood a millionaire. In 1876, Mr. 
Glidden sold his interest in the business to 
Washburn & Moen of Woreester, Mass., ard 
retired from the activities of business. 

We was regarded by his neighbors with 
great affection for his numerous acts of 
benevolence. He gave a part of one of his 
best farms as a site for the state normal 
school located at this place.

the county treasury. 

After his election demand was made upon 
him for these moneys by the county board 
and by the ceunty superintendent of schools.

When the contract expires next 
March it is possible an * Shop may 
be declared. 


Tieup of Jewelry Webers 

The tieup of jewelry factories was reported 
to be nearly complete. although an official 
statement issued by the Manufacturing Jew- 
elers’ association said only about 75 per cent 
of the men were out. The empleyers decided 
to use personal methods with their strik- 
ers, hoping thus to win them back to their 
positions. 

It was said that the strike, while handicap- 
ping the jewelers to a large degree, will not 
cause great delay or inconvenience to the 
public... Local manufacturers have arranged 
with eastern firms to take the work which 
cannot be completed here. The retall jewel- 
ers, it was announced, have voted to support 
the manufacturers in their stand against the 
unfon demands for an eight hour workday.

IMPETUS IS GIVEN TO PLAN 
TO WIDEN HALSTED STREET. 


Estimate of Cost of Proposed Change Is 
About One-Fourth of the Amount 
Which Was Expected. 


The plan to widen Halsted street from 66 , 


to 100 feet. got an unexpected boom yesterday 
when. the report of the men who had been 
named to assess the cost was presented to the 
board of local improvements. It had been 
asserted it would be a $16,000,000 job and 
bankrupt every property, owner. whe would. 
be assessed. but the figures of the appraisers 
were $4.500,000. 

The report estimates the cost ot iring 
the needed thirty-four feet on the west side 
of the street at $1,700,000, the damage to 
buildings at $2,700,000, and $100,000 additional 
for incidental expenses. 

There is considerable local opposition to 
the widening plan, largely by shopkeepers 
south of Van Buren street. Taking thirty- 
four feet from the west side of the street 
would take the entire front away from Hull 
house, cut the Academy and Bijou theaters 
in the middie, and hit the West Side Masonic 
temple and the Illinois Medical college. 

Building Commissioner Bartsen will go to 
the stockyards this morning, and unless 
things are different from what he expects to 
find them there will be trouble. Some time 
ago the commissioner ordered a number of 
changes in the buildings at the yards and 
he has received a report from Inspectors Cow- 
dry and Sheridan that only the minor ones 
have been made. 

An order from Bullding Snepecter Cordell 
te stop the work on an addition to the Art 
institute, on account of the blowing down of 
a six foot wall, was ignored by the south park 
commisetoners, who hold that the city has no 
jurisdiction over Grant park, in which the 
institute stands.

Grillo, better known 
to the public as Adelaide Ristori, died in 
Rome yesterday. Italy has furnished 
some great artists to the modern dramatic 
stage, among them Salvini, Rossi, Duse, 
and Ristori, all of them of the. realistic 
School.

‘Since then the ruine have become one of 
the most pictureeque and imposing landmarks 
of the Scottish capital, and there seems to be 
a general feeling that it would be an act of 
vandalism to sacrifice even one stone of these 
ancient and hoary ruine for even the most 
splendid restoration, especially as there can 
be no restoration that does not entail some 
destruction. Some, indeed, even go eo far as 
to declare that this proposal to interfere with 
the Chapel Royal at Holyrood recalls to them 
Sir Walter Scott's well known story of how 
the drummer for a patent stain remover en- 
deavored to obliterate the time honored traces 
of the blood of the murderea minstrel, Rizzio, 
on the floor of the boudoir of the room of his 
royal mistress, Mary Queen of Scots. 

Here again the settlement of the contro- 
veray reste with King Edward. It is for him 
to determine whether the chapel is to be re- 
stored or not with the quarter of a million 
dollars bequeathed by the late Lord Leven 
for the purpose, and it may safely be asserted 
that whichever way he decides he will excite 
ill will, protest, and denunciation. 

Should the restoration take place it is pro- 
posed that the sacred edifice should be used 
ae the chapel for the Royal Scotch Order of 
the Thistle. That, indeed, was the intention 
of Lord Leven, and as the Knights of the Gar- 
ter have their chapel at St. George's, 
Windsor, the Knights of the Bath 
in Westminster abbey. the Knights of St. 
Michael and St. George in St. Paul's cathe- 
dral, and the Knights of the Order of St. Pat- 
rick in St. Patrick's cathedral in Dublin, it 
would seem only right and proper that the 
Knights of the Most Ancient and Most No- 
ble Order of the Thistle,” consisting of six- 
teen Scotch nobles and of several of the royal 
princes, should have once more their chapel 
in the old abbey church of Holyrood, where 
their respective banners, hanging above their 
carved wood stalla, would add @ picturesque | 
feature to the chapel.

Lord Aberdeen, viceroy of Ireland, by the 
bye, has just been invested by King Edward 
with the green ribbon and star of the Order of 
the Thistle left vacant by the death of Lord 
Leven. This order, according to Scottish tra- 
dition and belief, is of remote origin, ante- 
dating the foundation of the Order of the Gar- 
ter by several hundred years. It is said te 
have Originated in the vision of a bright cross 
in the heavens seen by Achalus, king of the 
Scots, and Hungus, king of the Picts, while 
they were engaged in prayer the n/ gut before 
their battle with Athelstane, king of Eng- 
land, inthe eighth century. What ise historic- 
al, however, is that in 1640 James V. of Scot- 
land either established or revived the order, 
and assigned to its knights stalle in the Chapel 
Royal of Holyrood. King James II., the last 
of the Stuart kings, Queen Anne, andin later 
King George IV., modified ite statutes, 

The badge ie in the form of an eight pointed 
cross charged with a god enameled figure 
of St. 3 holding before him his own 
a ped cross. The star itself is formed 
in part of a St. Andrew’s croes in Aver, be- 
tween the four limbeof Which are four starry 
raye, the center being occupied by a blue 
thistle with green leaves. The gold collar or 
chain of the order, only worn on state ococa- 
sions, consists of a series of golden thistlea, 
‘alternating with sprigs of rue, while the man- 
ttle of the order is of green velvet lined with 
‘taffeta. It is restricted to Scotch peers, al- 
‘though there have been two or three instances 
‘during the last 200 years when it has been 
‘conferred upon distinguished Scotchmen of 
minor prank, such as, for instance, the late Sir 
‘John Stirling Maxwell, Among ite actual
